THE INCOME TAX 


Theh following statement is issued 


by_CoIlecttr of Internal Revenue John 
H. Field of the district of Xew Hamp- 
shire: 


- Deductions allowei 
taxpayers 
In 


connection wJth the maintenance and 
operation of automobiles are the sub- 
ject of fretiuent inquiries from tax- 
payers in-filing an income tax return. 
The .following is for the guidance of 
owners and prospective owners. 


Such cost— for garage bills, gasoline, 


repairs, etc., maybe deducted as a 
business expense when an automobile 
is used wholly for business purposes, 
or in trade, profession or 
farming. 


When used partly lor such 
purposes 


and partly, for the pleasure or con- 
venience of the tr.xpay«r and his fam-

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Ready for Reparations 


Financiers figure out that Germany is in far better posiiion 


as a result of cancelling her public debt by government decree 
and practically abolishing private debts by enabling debtors 
to pay off their obligations in worthless paper. 


True, million's of Germans have lost .their savings. Nearly 


everyone has lost except the holders of real .estate and the 
more solid forms of personal property. But generally speak- 
ing, in both public and private indebtedness, the Germans^nay 
be said merely to have cancelled what they owed each other, 
somewhat as the ancient Hebrews were accustomed to doing 
on New Year's Day. Thus, despite the misfortunes of individ- 
uals, the nation as a whole has probably lost nothing but a 
little gold. It may even feel a load off his shoulders, as the 
taxpayers realiez that a'.vast tax -burden has been abolished 
and there is no national debt left except the reparation debt ta 
the allies. And any reparation bill hereafter presented will 
probably be less than the domestic debt so summarily disposed 
of. 
' 
. 
• 


Germany may now set to work with new courage and sin- 


cerity provided the allies do not increase their demands again. 
The financial experts now in Berlin, representing the repara- 
tions commission and headed by a very sensible American 
banker, will probably see that the sum will be made within 
Germany's power to pay. If so/Germany may start making- 
amends for the'war in earnest, and that will be the beginning 
of European recovery. ,, 


Lincoln's Place Today 


The observance'of Lincoln's Birthday this year follows so 


closely upon the death of Woodrow Wilson, that it is. hardly 
possible to think of the one without the other. Unlike in tem- 
perament arid early training, each had a great vision, each 
guided his country through a terrible war, -and each^died be- 
fore his ideals for the restoration of peace had been fulfilled. 


It is hard for the present generation to realize that Lincoln 


was greatly lifted and reviled in his day, that his work was 
hampered by bitter antagonism, that his motives were misun- 
derstood and maligned and that his person was ridiculed. To- 
day he stands out as such a giant of nobility, sincerity, vision 
and courage that it is dififcult to believe that some of-his con- 
temporaries attributed opposite characteristics to him. 
The 


realization of his greatness which time has brought to the 
whole world emphasizes the truth that the final estimate of 
this later war president-carihot yet be made. 


Nations are frequently cruel and ungrateful to their living 


leaders, but they do not forget them. The beautiful memorial 
to Lincoln in Washington, waited many years for itsronstruc- 
tion, but through those years his place in the hearts of Ameri- 
cans has been steadily more-assured. And the great ideas for 
which Abraham Lincoln stood are dearer than ever before to 
the citizens of the Unipn he preserved.'
